The Judge then looked to the County 
Commissioners for his costs but the 
Commissioners couldn’t see it and he 
sued them bef re the Superior Court 
apd Judge Waits gave judgment in 
his favor. The Commissioners ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court and that 
eovrt hes just reversed Watts’ deets- 
ion jeaving the judge out of pocket 
seven hundred dollars. We learn 
the sheriff will also lose nearly as 
much,

SELLING THE TRADERSHIPS. 


Orvil Grant Interested with Beiknap 
--I:vestigate Fort Buford. 


The St. Louis Zimes to-day pub- 
lishes on the authority of a man who 
has been engaged in frontier trading 
for the past eighteen years some very 
interesting facts connected with that 
pusiness. He says that Orvil Graut, 
the brother of the President,has been 
interested with Belknap in disposing 
of the trading posts for money. Or- 
vil Grant, shorily after the appolut- 
ment of Belknap as Secretary of War, 
visited most of the posts on the fron- 
tier and cancelled ail the licences is- 
sued by Secretary Rawlins. Durfee 
and Peck, two Government trars- 
portation agents on the frontier, held 
the principal sutiershipsat this time, 
and were astonished at the unex- 
pected change. Mr. Peek investi- 
gated the matter, and found Orvil 
hed full authority from the See- 
retary of War to dispose of all trading 
pests as he thought fit. Mr. Peck 
applied to Orvil Grant for authority 
to retain certain pests where his firm 
had invested large sums of money in 
buillings and goods, and be would 
agree ‘o it only on terms of so much 
eash down and a certain share of the 
profits; precisely the same arrange- 
ment tbat existed between Marsh 
and Evans & Co. at Fort Sill. Peek 
refused to comply with these ternis, 
and others received the appoint- 
ments at Tort Buford and Tort 
Peck. 

A. ©. Leighton was appointed sut- 
ler upon the terms proposed by Orvil 
Giant, but the bonus required was so 
large that he iost money, and subse- 
quentiy offered to sell to Durfee & 
Peck, The latter agreed to buy, but 
Leighton had first to obtain permis- 
sion to sell from Orvil Grant. This

Grove. He called on his brother and 
from there went tocld man Tommy 
KX. Turner’s who is a cousin of Clay- 
ton’s wife—old man Turner going 
home With Clayton that bight. Arriv- 
ing at Clayton’s they found Nap. 
Horver, a neighbor of Clayton’s there 
drunk or considerably under the in- 
fluence of liquor aud Who was dispos- 
ed to be insulting to the old man 
Turner. Clayton insisted on Horner’s 
changing his manner towards Turn- 
er, saying that Turner Was an old 
man easily vexed and as he was his 
guest, he should protect Bim 
if he would let the old man alone he 
would treat toa quart of whiskey. 
Horner agreed and the treat was 
given, but Horner soon began his 
ugly manner towards Turser again. 
Ciayton ina friendly way earnestly 
begged him to quit, but finding his 
entreaties disregarded, he put Horner 


out of the yard. Horner came 
back, aud Clayton took him 
out again, this time giving 


him a genteel drubbing which he 
found necessary to repeat twice more 
before conquering H. The last time 
as C. was disengaging himself from 
H. (who said he was satisfied and 
would behave himself) the latter, 
who was lying on his back, used 
both feet and kicked C. in the 
abdomen. The fight here 
ended and C. went intothe house, 
but began ina very short time to 
complain that his bowe!s pained 
him in the most excrutiating man- 
ner aud eontinued to grow worse 
until early morning wher he died. 
The Coroner Dr. 'T. J. Wilson was 
sent for who immediately summoned 
a jury of inquest and ordered the ar- 
rest of Horner, ‘The jury assisted by 
Drs. Wilson and Burgess, after a 
eareful examination of the body and 
hearing the evidence, returned as 
their verdict that the deceased came 
to his death from unknown Causes, 
The party charged with the arrest 
of Horner returned warrant en- 
dorsed ‘‘not to be found.”’ There is 
eonsiderabie excitement over the 
affair in C’s. neighborhood. He 
was buried Tuesday evening. Clay- 
ton was a quiet inoffensive man and 
amost obliging neighbor and though 
fond of the *‘social glass’’ rarely ever 
drank to intoxicatton. K.

Nor is it wholiy to 
gratify the sentiments) preference in 
favor of ‘the chink,’’ tor that prefer- 
ence is not geveral, and it is doubtful 
whether a majority of. the people 
would not rather carry the note than 
the coin.

The 
notes, being printed on cheap paper 
and in constant use, soou wear out, 
and have to be renewed on an ayer- 
age every year. The cost of renew- 
ing them is found tobe $1,410,746 
perannum. The coins would last 
fifty years, and the coinage expense 
would average only $10,000 per 
annum. Allowing, therefore, forthe 
interest on the bonds giyen in ex- 
change for bullion, it is calculated 
that the government can save $100,- 
000 a year by issuing thesilver. An 
effort is making to have silver coin 
declared a legal tender for any sum 
less than $100 instead of for $5 or Icss, 
as at present. But the recent decline 
in silver, and the possibility ofa still 

further fall in its value as compared 

with other commodities, are decided 

objections. This variability in the 
market value of the precious metals 

also weakens considerably the force 

of the arguments constantly urged 

by the bullionists. A few Comstock

New York, March 7.—The south 
wing of the Home for the Aged of the 
Little Sisters of the Poor, Brooklyn, 
has been entirely destroyed by fire, 
and many of the aged tnmates, un- 
able to escape through the dense 
smoke, weie suffoeated. The ma- 
jority of those who lost their lives 
were on the top floors of the building, 
and they could not descend, owibg to 


several of the terrified inmates threw 
themselves from the windows and 
were killed instanily. The search 
among the ruins for the dead bodies 
presented a sickening spectacle. In 
inost cases the charred remains were 
unrecognizable ; some of the remains 
bearing little semblance to those of 
human beings, while very many were 
i:terally burned toaerisp. It is im- 
possible to ascertain as yet how many 
ives have been lost, but already 
twenty have been recovered from the 
ruins, 

There were 183 inmates in the 
bnilding at the time of the fire. The 
following are among the missing:
